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The Berry Botanic Garden: 
A Rare Plant Safety Net

hat happens when populations 

of rare plants—even those pro- 
tected by federal or state law—dwindle 
or are lost? Is extinction the only future 
for them? Are you aware that there is a 
safety net for Oregon and Washington 
rare plants? The Berry Botanic Garden 
in Portland maintains a seed bank with 
over 12,000 accessions of seeds from 
over 300 plants considered rare under 
federal and state lists, including those 
lists maintained by the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, Natural Heritage Pro- 
gram and lists of sensitive species used 
by the Bureau of Land Management 
and Forest Service. The Botanists at 
The Berry Botanic Garden collect seeds 
(and accept collections of properly col- 
lected seed), then clean, document, and 
freeze them. We have examined germi- 
nation requirements for over 200 taxa. 
It is a time-consuming job, but one 
that is necessary to assure that these 
rare plants are not permanently lost. 

The Berry Botanic Garden has 

helped in restoration of some popula- 
tions—such as raising 500 seedlings of 
the endangered Stephanomeria mal- 
heurensis for transplantation to its na- 
tive site when its wild count was down 
to just one plant. The Berry Botanic 
Garden has partnered with agencies in 
augmentation or reintroduction of

“Mt. Fops Pussytoes,” or Why Study the Lives of Historic Botanists?

et me say at the outset that I know 

little of the taxonomy of the pussy- 
toes, which are placed in the genus 
Antennaria of the Family Asteraceae. 
The group is considered taxonomically 
difficult because species apparently hy- 
bridize readily and produce asexual off- 
spring. To me, Antennarias are charm- 
ing, small-but-tough composites which 
are often found in dry and cold areas of 
our western intermountain regions. On 
the other hand, I do know a bit about 
some of the early collectors of pussytoes, 
botanists such as Linnaeus, Macoun, 
Sandberg, Leiberg, Rydberg, A. Nelson, 
Bessey, Howell, Lemmon, St. John and 
L. FE Henderson. The pussytoes collec- 
tions of these men have been named 
and renamed over the years; between 
times they remain filed away in herbaria 
around the country and the world. 

In Canberra Australia, the botanist 
Randall J. Bayer is, as I write this, 
monographing the genus Antennaria in 
preparation for his submission to Flora 
of North America. I do not know 
Randy except by e-mail, but in Octo- 
ber he, Ken Chambers of OSU, and I 
exchanged a short flurry of messages 
about a pussytoes collected in Idaho by 
Louis F. Henderson, a man about 
whose life I know a good deal. The 
plant was collected in the 1890s and 
about five years later was designated 
the type specimen of a new taxon, An- 
tennaria pulvinata ssp. albescens by 
Elias Nelson (1876-1949) of the US 
Department of Agriculture. Many 
years later, C. L. Hitchcock submerged 
it into Antennaria umbrinella in his 
Vascular Plants of the Pacific Northwest. 
Now, in Australia, Randy was about to 
make his final species determination. I 
do not know what name he will ulti- 
mately give to the Henderson speci- 
men, but that is not important for the 
little story I have to tell. 

As Randy studied the specimen, 
the question came up: exactly where 
and when did Henderson collect this 
little pussytoes? The label seemed to 
read: “Plants of Idaho, Mt. Fops, 
Salmon R. Mts., Texas District, August 


17, 1893.” Just where was this strange- 
ly-named Mt. Fops? Randy sent the 
question to Ken Chambers and the lat- 
ter, knowing that I had delved deeply 
into the life and career of L. E Hender- 
son, forwarded the question to me. I 
realized at once that there were two 
problems here: first, I had never heard 
of a Mt. Fops in connection with Hen- 
derson; and, second, the date could not 
possibly be correct. It was easy to deal 
with the latter; it is a well known fact 
of Henderson’s life that he and his fam- 
ily were at the Chicago World’s Fair in 
August of 1893. The date had to be 
1895 when Henderson was professor 
of botany at the University of Idaho 
and spent the summer exploring the 
Salmon River Mountains and other 
regions in central and eastern Idaho. 
Having cleared up the date, we 
were left with the question of the 
mysteriously-named “Mt. Fops.” 
Could there be such a place in eastern 
Idaho? It did not seem likely. In my 
files are notes my husband and I took 
from Henderson's 1895 journals at the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington 
DC. We had copied his entry for Au- 
gust 17. According to our notes, his lo- 
cation was: “Mt. Tops, Salmon River 
Mts., Texas District, 11,000 ft.” It was 


clear that the word “Tops” had later 
been turned into “Fops”! The mystery 
was solved and I was able to tell Ken 
and Randy that Henderson collected 
the Antennaria on mountain tops in 
what are now called the Northern 
Lemhi Mountains, west of Idaho's 
Lemhi Valley. Texas District refers to an 
Idaho mining district which appeared 
on maps of the late 19th century. The 
error on the label had probably been 
made by Elias Nelson when he named 
the pussytoes in 1901. 

So, why do we study the lives of 
historic botanists? Of course for the fun 
of reliving their fabulous adventures 
when the west was new and wild and 
hundreds of plants were waiting to be 
discovered. But also perhaps to make 
certain that taxonomic monographs are 
as accurate as possible? The spurious 
“Mt. Fops” had existed, at least on 
paper, for over a hundred years. Now 
perhaps it has been erased forever by a 
close reading of Henderson's own notes. 
And a collecting date has been correct- 
ed as well. It may seem a minor thing, 
but look at it this way: a mountain has 
vanished, perhaps not as spectacularly 
as Mt. Mazama when it exploded 6,900 
years ago, but hopefully just as perma- 
nently. Goodby, Mt. Fops.

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Common Garden Studies to Support 
Golden Paintbrush Reintroduction in Oregon

Background 
Ce paintbrush (Castilleja levi- 
secta) is a federally listed threat- 
ened species which has only eleven 
populations remaining within its his- 
toric range. Although populations once 
extended from the coastal bluffs and 
islands of British Columbia to the 
Willamette Valley of Oregon, this 
species is thought to have been com- 
pletely extirpated from the state of 
Oregon and from southwestern Wash- 
ington. Golden paintbrush has limited 
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capacity for natural dispersal and colo- 
nization of new sites, necessitating a 
strategic reintroduction plan that has 
been prepared to support the long-term 
viability of this beautiful Pacific North- 
west endemic (Caplow 2004). Estab- 
lishment of new populations within the 
species’ historic range, including Ore- 
gon, is a top priority for its recovery 
(USFWS 2000). 

This charismatic species is cousin 
to other members of the genus Castille- 
ja, known to many as “Indian paint- 
brush” and is a member of the figwort 
family (Scrophulariaceae). There are 
approximately 200 species of Castilleja, 
many of which live at higher elevations 
in subalpine environments. Like other 
members of the genus, golden paint- 
brush is a hemi-parasite, connecting its 
roots directly to the root systems of 
other plants via haustoria (a physical 
connection between plant roots) allow- 
ing it to acquire water and nutrients 
from other plants. This species is con- 
sidered to be a hemi-parasite, or half- 
parasite because it can grow successful- 
ly without a host. Greenhouse studies 
have shown, however, that when 
provided with a host (such as Festuca 
roemeri and Eriophyllum lanatum), the 
golden paintbrush is more likely to 
flower and has greater total stem length 
(Kaye 2001b). As its name implies, 
golden paintbrush has lovely golden 
bracts, which envelop less conspicuous 
greenish flowers. The eleven remaining 
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golden paintbrush populations are 
found primarily on sandy soils of gla- 
cial origin. Ten of these populations are 
found on grass dominated coastal 
bluffs and prairies of islands in British 
Columbia and Washington State. Only 
one inland prairie population remains 
in Thurston County, Washington. 
Historically, this species has inhab- 
ited the native prairies of the Pacific 
Northwest, the majority of which have 
been lost due to agricultural conversion 
and development. At least six popula- 
tions are known to have occurred in 
Oregon’s Willamette Valley (in Linn, 
Marion, and Multnomah Counties). 
Golden paintbrush has not been seen 
in the state in over 65 years; the most 
recent herbarium specimen from 
Oregon was collected in 1938 from an 
upland site in Linn County. Unfortu- 
nately, the herbarium records do not 
explicitly state where these historic 
populations occurred. For instance, 
one specimen collected by Peck in 
1910 denotes the habitat and location 
as “Damp open ground, Salem.” Un- 
doubtedly, the geographic boundaries 
of Salem today differ from those of 
1910, and it is not clear from the habi- 
tat description what the vegetation 
community or soil consisted of.

material used in establishing new pop- 
ulations. Ideally, plant materials should 
be collected from the site most ecologi- 
cally and genetically similar to the rein- 
troduction site as populations may be 
genetically divergent due to differences 
in ecological zones (Guerrant 1996, 
Kaye 2001a). However, the existing 
populations of golden paintbrush are 
relatively distant, both geographically 
and ecologically, from potential restora- 
tion sites in the Willamette Valley. In 
order to facilitate C. /evisecta reintro- 
duction attempts in Oregon, we are 
conducting common garden experi- 
ments to evaluate the success of various 
seed sources in field conditions similar 
to those of potential future reintroduc- 
tion sites. 

Nine golden paintbrush experi- 
mental populations or “common gar- 
dens” were established in remnant 
prairies and restoration sites in spring 
2004 throughout the Willamette Val- 
ley. Each common garden is composed 
of plants grown from seed from six of 


individuals in the greenhouse before transplanting them to common garden sites in remnant 
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the remaining populations. Plants 
were grown in a greenhouse for three 
months prior to outplanting which 
occurred during two planting events 
in March and November, 2004. With 
the help of friends and volunteers, 
over 2000 golden paintbrush individ- 
uals have been planted in Oregon in 
2004! These plants were carefully 
planted into grids at each of the com- 
mon garden sites. Transplants will 
likely form haustorial connections 
with whatever root system they en- 
counter, as this species is not particu- 
larly picky about what kind of plant it 
parasitizes. Each golden paintbrush is 
monitored periodically, and informa- 
tion about its size and fecundity is 
recorded. In addition to information 
about each transplant, I am character- 
izing each site by examining the soil 
and vegetation community. Unfortu- 
nately, golden paintbrush is not only 
appealing to the human eye, but also to 
the palate of many wildlife species, 
including deer, elk, voles and other ro- 
dents. Consequently, the majority of 
the common gardens have been fenced 
to keep out large herbivores.

Initial Results 


Field mortality was overall very low 
during the first growing season—an 
exciting result in itself! Data from the 
2004 growing season indicates that the 
total stem length produced per plant 
differs among source population and 
common garden site. Plants from two 
particular source populations in Wash- 
ington produce significantly larger 
plants and are more likely to flower 
than plants from other populations. It 
is not clear at this point why these 
populations are doing better in Oregon, 
but it may be related to the high genetic 
diversity of these populations. Likewise, 
several common garden sites stand out 
as initial “winners.” These sites have 
larger golden paintbrush individuals 
that were more likely to flower in 
2004. The plant communities of these 
successful sites are largely composed of 
native prairie species and are found on 
relatively well-drained soils, while the 
sites that had lower transplant success 
are dominated by exotic grasses. The 
size of the plant at the time of planting 
is important too. Larger ‘starts’ become 
larger plants after several months of 
growth in the field. By following the 
fates of these plants in the 2005 grow- 
ing season we hope to determine how 
the success of golden paintbrush trans- 
plants relates to where they came from 
and how similar the environmental 
variables of the common garden site are 
to the source population.

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Scott Sundberg, Oregon Botanist, 1954-2004

S cott Sundberg, director of the Ore- 
gon Flora Project, died December 
30, 2004 of cancer. He had struggled 
for many years, most of them privately, 
with the symptoms of multiple sclero- 
sis. Yet it was cancer, only diagnosed in 
September 2004, which led to his 
passing. 

Scott Donald Sundberg was born 
on February 10, 1954 in Eugene, Ore- 
gon. Scott began his botanical career as 
an undergraduate at the University of 
Oregon. Among Scott’s early scientific 
mentors were Prof. George Carroll and 
his wife, Fannie. Scott was involved in 
studies at the H.J. Andrews Experi- 
mental Forest, where he collected the 
type specimen of a rare lichen, Nephro- 
ma occultum. Scott became fascinated 
with plant taxonomy, and soon was 
conducting independent study projects 
in the University of Oregon Herbari- 
um. Scott benefited from working with 
two herbarium curators: recently-re- 
tired Georgia Mason, and newly-hired 
David Wagner. Scott graduated from 
the University of Oregon in 1978 with 
a B.Sc.(Honors) in Biology. From 1978 
to 1980, Scott was employed as a 
botanist for the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement, Coos Bay District. During 
that period, he gained considerable ex- 
perience with the flora of southwestern 
Oregon. He made numerous notewor- 
thy collections, and discovered new lo- 
calities for many rare plant species. 

In 1981, Scott moved to Austin, 
Texas, to begin graduate studies at the 
University of Texas. He worked under 
the supervision of Prof. Billie Turner, 
and, like almost of all of Turner’s stu- 
dents, Scott turned his attention to the 
composite family. Scott’s taxonomic re- 
search in the Asteraceae continued 
throughout his career. Scott received 
his Ph.D. in Botany in 1986. His dis- 
sertation was entitled “The Systematics 
of Aster Subg. Oxytripolium (Com- 
positae) and Historically Allied 
Species.” 

Scott met his wife, Linda Hardi- 
son, in Austin. They married in Jakar- 
ta, Indonesia on August 13, 1986. In 
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1986, Scott began a one-year post-doc- 
toral position at Ohio State University, 
working with Prof. Tod Stuessy. The 
following year, Scott returned to the 
Pacific Northwest as Linda began her 
Ph.D. studies at the University of 
Washington. Over the next several 
years, Scott taught courses and con- 
ducted plant systematics research in the 
Department of Botany. From 1991- 
1994, Scott was a Botanical Consultant 
for Ebasco Environmental, Inc. in 
Bellevue, Washington. During that 
time he conducted rare plant surveys 
throughout Oregon and Washington. 

Scott moved to Corvallis, Oregon 
in early 1994, and Linda joined him in 
1996 after completing her dissertation. 
Scott was hired to oversee the integra- 
tion of the University of Oregon and 
Oregon State University Herbaria. 
Soon after, Scott initiated the Oregon 
Flora Project. In 1999, 
Scott was promoted to a 
Research Assistant Profes- 
sor. The same year, Scott 
and Linda’s son Matthew 
was born. 

Scott’s 29 scientific 
publications include taxo- 
nomic papers (descriptions 
of new species, nomenclat- 
ural changes, and new clas- 
sifications), laboratory- 
based investigations in plant 
systematics, and treatments 
for checklists, field guides, 
and floras. The majority of 
his publications concern the 
composite family. In addi- 
tion, Scott has contributed 
numerous articles to the 
Oregon Flora Newsletter. A 
complete list of his scientif- 
ic publications will appear 
in that publication. 

Scott devoted the last 
decade of his life to the 
Oregon Flora Project. As 
Coordinator, he directed 
over 230 volunteers and 
supervised over 60 student 


employees. He established the Oregon 
Flora Newsletter, the Oregon Vascular 
Plant Checklist, and the Oregon Plant 
Atlas. It is tragic that Scott did not live 
to see the completion of his dream, a 
comprehensive Flora for the approxi- 
mately 4,500 Oregon plant species. 
However, his activities created an ex- 
tremely strong foundation for the con- 
tinued growth of the Oregon Flora 
Project. The Flora will serve as an en- 
during legacy to Scott’s commitment to 
botanical education, and the documen- 
tation and conservation of Oregon's 
unique and diverse flora. 

A memorial service celebrating 
Scott's life was held January 16, 2005 
in Corvallis, OR. Memorial gifts in his 
honor can be made to NPSO—Oregon 
Flora Project, and mailed to PRO.

heahmill chapter warmly hosted 

our January Board meeting and 
provided a great lunch. This was the 
first meeting under a new format 
geared toward addressing issues and 
business first, with some reduction in 
time reviewing committee reports (the 
reports are distributed to Board prior 
to the meeting). Indeed, the meeting 
adjourned on time (last year’s was 45 
minutes longer) and the participants 
concurred the new meeting format was 
successful. 

The Board reviewed the 2005 pro- 
posed budget, presented by Dan Luoma 
and Candice Guth. Increases in cate- 
gories discussed and approved include 
earmarking $300 to support Native 
Plant Appreciation Week, additional 
Institute for Applied Ecology intern 
support ($1000), and creation of 
promotional materials for ESOR and 
other public events ($600). The total 
budget approved is $41,190 ($38,835 
was the actual the 2004 figure). Can- 
dice reported NPSO ended the year in 
better shape than expected with a 
$6,300 surplus from membership dues 
and larger ESOR contribution, though 
much of this may be due to timing. 
Membership figures are stable according 


to Membership Chair, Clay Gautier. 


Matt Blakely-Smith reported in- 
creased contact and coordination with 
chapters planning events for our first 
annual Native Plant Appreciation 
Week. Matt worked in collaboration 
with Washington Native Plant Society 
to create a proclamation for the week, 
approved by the Board and to be pre- 
sented to Governor Kulongoski for sig- 
nature. Ron Hatt and Judy Kent, 
Umpqua Chapter, reported the Annual 
Meeting preparations are in great 
shape. Arrangements for hikes, speak- 
ers, and leaders are complete. Finaliz- 
ing a few details such as publicity and 
T-shirts were made at the meeting. 

In an effort to ease the possible fi- 
nancial burden of serving on the NPSO 
Board of Directors, the Budget com- 
mittee’s proposed revision to the travel 
reimbursement policy and added fund- 
ing to this category were approved. The 
revised policy clarifies that state board 
members and committee chairs may 
apply for reimbursement for mileage 
over 100 miles at 10¢/mile up to 
$50/person per board meeting. Chap- 
ters are encouraged to develop policies 
that help cover travel costs of the chap- 
ter representative to attend board meet- 
ings. Carpooling is encouraged.

FIELD TRIPS IN DOUGLAS COUNTY 


SATURDAY, JUNE 25 


Bring water and lunch, sturdy shoes, sunglasses and be prepared for any weather. Hikes may be changed if necessary. 


1. Popcornswale Preserve and BLM 
North Bank Habitat Manage- 


ment Area 


First we'll visit the Popcornswale Pre- 
serve near Wilbur in North Douglas 
County and then drive to the North 
Bank Habitat Management Area. We'll 
look for Plagiobothrys hirtus (rough 
popcornflower) at two wet meadow 
prairies in Oak woodlands, also Sidal- 
cea cusickit (Cusick’s checkermallow), 
Limnanthes douglasii (Douglas mead- 
owfoam), and unique prairie grasses 
and graminoids. Easy hikes (with water 
resistant boots). 15-30 minute drive 
from Roseburg. Leaders: Molly Sulli-

2. Donegan Prairie and Callahan 
Meadows on the Umpqua NF 


Botany enthusiasts can see many rare 
plants in the southern part of the coun- 
ty. Meeting at the Tiller Ranger Dis- 
trict, first we'll visit the Callahan 
Meadows to see Calochortus umpquaen- 
sis (Umpqua mariposa lily) and Lupinus 
sulphureus ssp. kincaidii (Kincaid’s 
lupine).

uring the 2005 field season, the 

Institute for Applied Ecology 
(IAE) and NPSO will co-sponsor in- 
ternships in plant conservation biology. 
This program is intended to provide an 
initial research experience to individu- 
als considering conservation biology as 
a career choice. It is especially appro- 
priate for students who have recently 
completed or will soon finish their 
undergraduate degree and desire field 
experience before attending graduate 
school. 

Open to anyone, priority will be 
given to life science (especially botany 
or biology) undergraduates, recent 
graduates, or individuals seriously 
thinking of a change in career towards 
conservation.

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Flowering in the Land of Gmpqua 


by David McClurg, Emerald Chapter 


y son Erik found a solitary 

Clarkia amoena (farewell-to- 
spring) on top of Tire Mountain last 
June and we thought that was special 
because we had never seen one before. 
We used a 25 cent wildflower guide 
compiled by the Emerald Chapter 
(Love R. et al. 2003. Spring and Sum- 
mer Wildflower Displays). Hunting for 
flowers gives us something to do when 
were not fishing. But I suppose the 
two things are not all that different. It 
takes somebody else to show you where 
to look and then you're hooked. 

This year, on a surprisingly warm 
and blue-sky Saturday in late February 
(26th), I drove down from Eugene and 
joined the Umpqua chapter on a field 
trip to Beatty Creek RNA (Carter S. 
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2004. Kalmiopsis Volume 11). Ron 
Hatt, chapter president, met me and 
over a dozen other flower hunters at I-5 
exit 103. Ron is fun to hang around 
with—an amateur photographer with 
an ambitious field trip schedule who 
likes to share what he knows and learns. 
We followed Highway 39 to the 
tilted beds of marine conglomerate that 
form the north side of the Cow Creek 
canyon where Beatty Creek comes 
down from the serpentine areas be- 
yond. At the base of the slope, to the 
left of the tick-infested trees and brush 
in Beatty Creek itself, the ground was 
covered with Plagiobothrys nothofulvus 
(rusty popcorn flower). Mary Carlson 
identified it for me and told me to rub 
my finger on the leaf; it left an interest- 
ing rust colored dust. Carefully navi- 
gating Joxicodendron diversilobum (poi- 
son oak), we found Okynium douglasii 
blooming on the plateau above mixed 
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in with Saxifraga integrifolia (swamp 
saxifrage) and Lithophragma parviflo- 
rum (small-flowered woodland star). 
Further up the canyon, we found C7vo- 
cidium multicaule (spring gold) and 
Nemophila menziesii (baby blue eyes). 
Nearing the top of the canyon, among 
rocks dotted with Lomatium utricula- 
tum (common lomatium), we squeezed 
through the boughs of a beautiful 
madrone to enjoy the sweeping view of 
the canyon and creek below. 

After the dry spell in February, the 
end of March felt wet and cold. Gail 
Baker had missed the February trip so 
we scheduled another short trip on 
March 22. Ron was kind enough to 
meet us again at the same exit. The 
base of the slope now had Dichelostem- 
ma capitatum (blue dicks) and 
Amsinckia lycopsoides (fiddleneck). The 
Olsynium on the plateau above was

replaced with a large population of Dodecatheon hendersonii (shooting star). At 
times, where it got steep, we had to walk carefully on the wet fragile soils. Back 
along Highway 39, we made side trips to see Calypso bulbosa and Erythronium 
oregonum (fawn lily) at Island Creek picnic area and a lovely little Mimulus doug- 
/asii (mouse ears) in a serpentine area across the railroad tracks from Byer’s flat. 
M. douglasii seemed to prefer the disturbed soils. 

I still dream about the creeks and rocks and cliffs in Douglas county. I returned 
for two more field trips, once with my whole family, to see the red-backed petals of 
Ranunculus austro-oreganus 
(southern oregon butter- 
cup), a whole field turned 
pink by Thysanocarpus ra- 
dians (large fringpod), the 
delicate petals of Coptis 
lancinata __(Fern-leaved 
goldthread), dazzling Silene 
hookeri (Indian pink), and 
Viola hallii blooming. I re- 
ally appreciate the Umpqua 
chapter letting me come 
along on their field trips. 
They have all been very 
warm and friendly to me. 
I’m looking forward to the 
2005 NPSO annual sum- 
mer meeting in Roseburg. 
They are going to share 
some of their best wild- 
flower sites (see the field 
trip schedule March Bul- 
letin). And then I can share 


them too.

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Deserts Alive! 
by Tobias Policha 


I rrigating the early direct-sown 
greens in my garden and worrying 
about the lack of snow pack in the Cas- 
cades, the news of torrential rain and 
flooding in southern California filled 
me with expectation for my upcoming 
journey to the deserts of San Diego 
County. After waiting all winter for the 
rains to come to the Pacific Northwest, 
I had the opportunity to explore an- 
other ecosystem during the first stormy 
week of spring. An ecosystem that, in 
sharp contrast to our own, received sev- 
eral times its usual rainfall this winter. 
Nowhere else is it so clear that water 
means life, as in the desert. And this 
year the desert was alive! 

Having never botanized in the 
deserts of Southern California I felt al- 
most spoiled to have my first introduc- 
tion come during this unusual year of 
green growth and brilliant color explo- 
sion. Everywhere I turned, a soaring 
vista or intricate and beautiful detail 
caught and held my eye: hills covered 
with the golden flowers of the Brittle- 
bush (Encelia farinosa), canyon floors 
on fire with the scarlet, penstemon-like 
flowers of the unrelated Chuparosa 
(Justicia californica, Acanthaceae), and 
a tiny, annual, magenta Monkeyflower 
(Mimulus sp.) underfoot. 

The surplus water caused such lush 
growth, that most of the plants consis- 
tently exceeded the upper ranges of the 
measurements given in the key. For this 
reason, despite the prolific bloom, it 
would not have been a good year to 
collect specimens, as any collection 
would not accurately represent the 
species. 

In all of its glory, the blooming 
desert is well protected. I learned to 
watch my step after running into half- 
a-dozen Chollas (Opuntia spp.) the first 
morning. These cylindrical-stemmed 
genus-mates of the Prickly Pear bristle 
with barbed spines that will penetrate 
even the sturdiest work-pants, and re- 
quired the tweezers from my botany kit 
to remove. 

One delicate allium-like plant that 
I found on a rocky outcrop served as a 
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reminder that taxonomists have senses 
of humor. The plant keyed out as the 
other side of the couplet from Allium 
and was called Muilla. Muilla is Allium 
spelled backwards and was so named 
because of their superficial resemblance. 
Also amusing was that this desert 
species was given the specific epithet 
maritima—of the sea. 

A midnight plant walk in the rain 
revealed the intense aroma of the resins 
in many of these desert plants. After a 
hot day, the night rain released the 
volatile fragrance of the Creosote Bush 
(Larrea tridentata), filling the canyon 
with its sweetly acrid odor. 

Passing through forests of the 
many-branched Ocotillo (Fouquieria 
splendens) covered with bright-red, tu- 
bular flowers buzzing with humming- 
birds was a lesson in adaptive morphol- 
ogy. The leaves put out by the new 
growth of the Ocotillo actually form 
spines that protect the plant later in 
their development. As the leaves are 
shed, the petiole and mid-rib remain 
persistent, hardening into a fearsome 
protrusion. The secondary leaves, put 
on the next year, are then clustered into 
the axils of the spines. Often this meta- 
morphosis can be observed on a single 
branch, with new primary leaves un- 
furling at the tips, the leaf blades be- 
coming deciduous in the middle, and 
axillary secondary leaves visible on 
older wood. 

To this Northwest student of 
botany, the Sonoran ecoregion repre- 
sented not only new and different 
species, but also genera and families 
not as well represented in our area. 
Whether the common shrubs: Larrea 
(Zygophyllaceae), Fouquieria 
(Fouquieriaceae), and Justicia (Acan- 
thaceae), or the several genera of the 
Cactaceae with their spiraling, undif- 
ferentiated perianth parts, my under- 
standing of diversity grew upon every 
new introduction. The Bignoniaceae, 
Capparaceae, Ephredraceae, Sauru- 
raceae, and the Simmondsiaceae all had 
new characteristics to become ac- 
quainted with. Not only did I meet the 


Mammilaria sp. 


Bush Monkeyflower (Mimulus auranti- 
acus), but also a whole genus of bush 
penstemons that I had never heard of, 
the Keckelias. 

At the same time, I was equally 
struck by what was familiar. Delphini- 
um, Lupinus, Mimulus, Phacelia, and 
others represented familiar genera. A 
few plants I could actually recognize to 
species, such as the east Cascades 
species Amsinckia tessellata. With the 
help of a good key, I was soon quite 
comfortable in this foreign landscape. 

Of all the springs to plan a trip to 
the desert, this was certainly a special 
one. In these times of climatic uncer- 
tainty, it was refreshing to see such a vi- 
brant and beautiful abnormality. Yet, 
every spring, all of the “dead” branches 
of hot-summer-past come back to life. 
Any spring, the desert alive is an expe- 
rience not to miss!

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NPSO Funds Research 


by Dan Luoma, Budgets and Grants Committee Chair 


he Field Research Grants Committee awarded a total of $3543 in funds to five 
projects that promote better understanding and conservation of Oregons flora. 
The research projects that will benefit from the support of the NPSO membership 


are summarized below. 


1) Flora of the Hawks Mountain area, Harney Co., Oregon. Holly Nielsen. 


Under this proposal, Holly will conduct a vascular plant survey of a unique ge- 
ographical/botanical area within the Hawks Mountain BLM Wilderness Study 
Area. Preliminary surveys found plant communities in excellent condition and 
at least 6 rare species inhabiting unusual eroded tuff/sand “hoodoos”. This pro- 
posal is an exemplary fit to the intent of our Field Research Grants program. 


2) Pollination, reproduction, and herbivory threats to Astragalus peckii 

(Fabaceae). Elizabeth Martin, Oregon State University. 
Astragalus peckii is endemic to Oregon with about 30 populations known. The 
Oregon Department of Agriculture lists A. peckii as Threatened and the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service lists it as a Species of Concern. Elizabeth’s research 
has three objectives: 1) describe the pollination biology of A. peckiz, 2) conduct 
a preliminary assessment of the impact of a web-forming Lepidopteran species, 
and 3) expand on previous reproductive ecology work. 


3) Augmentation and reintroduction of populations of Henderson’s Checker- 
mallow (Sidalcea hendersonii) on administratively secure public lands. 
Melanie Gisler, Institute for Applied Ecology. 


Melanie and others from the Institute of Applied Ecology will select plant 
communities on administratively secure lands that are suitable for reintroduc- 
tions and will document out-plantings of Sidalcea hendersonii on the northern 
Oregon Coast. This proposal was chosen for the Leighton Ho Memorial Field 
Botany Award for a second year running. This brings a new aspect to the 
Leighton Ho Award, where the results of last year’s research set the stage for the 
implementation of conservation action via the award this year. 


4) A Retrospective Study of Greene’s Mariposa Lily (Calochortus greenei) and 

Livestock Grazing in the Cascade-Siskiyou National Monument — Phase III — 

Completion of Strategic Field Surveys. Evan Frost, Wildwood Consulting. 
This work is the final phase of a study that NPSO has helped fund for two 
years in a cost-share with the World Wildlife Fund. Evan will provide results to 
the BLM for use in guiding protection efforts for Calochortus greenei. 


5) The distribution of Pinus albicaulis in the Klamath-Siskiyou Region of 
Oregon. Michael Murray, Crater Lake National Park. 
Michael will search for and document new locations of Whitebark pine in the 
Klamath-Siskiyou Region. Whitebark pine is in serious decline in much of its 
range due to blister-rust disease. Information generated during this survey will 
contribute to the development of conservation plans for this species.

Helgeson, Legislative Chair, is working 
with several conservation groups to 
restore full funding to the Oregon 
Watershed Enhancement Board, which 
has had nearly $25 million in M66 
funds diverted from their budget. Mea- 
sure 66 funds are earmarked specifically 
for Pacific Coast Salmon Recovery and 
have been diverted to other purposes 
due to state revenue shortages. Short- 
falls severely limit OWEB’s ability to 
fulfill important conservation efforts 
(which benefit Oregon’s native plants). 
A legislative solution is being sought; 
however, in the event this effort fails, 
NPSO has agreed to participate in legal 
action to restore funding.

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The Da Vinci Code in the Garden

he best-selling novel The Da Vinci 

Code by Dan Brown has given new 
popular life to interest in the Fibonacci 
sequence. The novel’s main character, 
Harvard professor Robert Langdon, 
found some of the numbers in the se- 
quence scrawled mysteriously in a 
scrambled order on the floor of the 
Louvre. It turns out that there is some- 
thing here to appeal even to non-gar- 
deners like myself—if (can we never 
avoid it?) you do a little digging! 

The Fibonacci sequence is named 
after Leonardo Pisano, who, being a 
member of the Bonacci family eight 
centuries ago, became known in the 
history of mathematics as the “son of 
Bonacci,” te., “filius Bonacci,” short- 
ened to “Fibonacci”. The Fibonacci se- 
quence is given by the numbers 1, 1, 2, 
3, 5, 8, 13, 21, 34, 55, 89, etc., where 
each number after the second 1 is the 
sum of the two previous numbers. 

Botanists estimate that 90% of all 
plants exhibit patterns of petals, leaves, 
and seed heads that involve Fibonacci 
numbers. In fact, Fibonacci sequences 
occur throughout nature, from sea 
shells to the path a falcon takes when it 
spirals down on its prey. All of this is 
too much for coincidence, but it’s been 
only in the last ten years that we've 
come to understand the rationale for 
nature's reliance on Fibonacci patterns. 

Just consider: The number of petals 
on many plants is a Fibonacci number: 
irises and lilies (often with two sets) 
have 3 petals; buttercups, wild roses, 
larkspur, columbine have 5; some del- 
phiniums 8; corn marigolds and rag- 
wort 13; black-eyed Susan, chicory, and 
some asters 21; plantain and pyrethrum 
34; while many daisies have 13, 21, 34, 
and in Michaelmas daisies, 55 and 89 
petals. Some species are very exacting 
about the number of petals they pro- 
duce; in others, the number of petals 
commonly varies around an average 
which is a Fibonacci number. 
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The same pattern can be found in 
the arrangement of seeds on flower 
heads. Echinacea purpurea typically has 
55 spirals that rotate outwards and 
clockwise; closer to the center, you can 
count 34 spirals. In sunflowers, you can 
see a beautiful pattern of double spirals: 
in many, youll find 21 or 34 clockwise 
spirals and 34 or 55 counterclockwise. 
Pine cones often have 5 clockwise and 8 
counterclockwise spirals. All these are 
exact Fibonacci numbers. 

The same fruitful layout is found, 
to name just a few, in pineapples (8 
clockwise spirals and 13 counterclock- 
wise), bananas (count how many flats 
are on the outside, and look at the pat- 
tern when you cut a banana in cross- 
section), and apples cut through their 
equators. 

Vegetables follow the same pattern, 
as in cauliflower, broccoli, Chinese 
leaves, and lettuce. 

The same is true of the spirals of 
cacti spines, growth patterns of 
bromeliads, the California pine , and 
the Aroids (Araceae) family of plants 
that include the dieffenbachias, mon- 
steras and philodendrons. If as many as 
90% of plants exhibit Fibonacci num- 
bers, the sampling listed here is just 
tiny, and so it is. 

And then there is the pattern of 
leaves, which phyllotaxus studies. A 
huge number of plants express Fibonac- 
ci numbers in the arrangement of leaves 
around their stems. Looking down ona 
plant, the leaves are frequently arranged 
so that the upper leaves don't shade 
those below and so that they catch rain 
optimally. The Fibonacci numbers 
come to light when we count the num- 
ber of times you must circle a stem be- 
fore you find an upper leaf that directly 
overhangs a lower one, and in the 
process how many leaves you encounter 
as you revolve along the stem. 

If t is the number of turns and | the 
number of leaves, here are ratios for 
some common trees and other plants 
(and bear in mind that all of these 
numbers are special Fibonacci num- 
bers): 1:2 for elms, lindens, limes, and 


grasses; 1:3 for beech, hazel, blackberry, 
sedges, and hazel; 2:5 for oaks, cherries, 
apples, hollies, and plums; 3:8 for 
poplars, pears, plantains, and willow; 
5:13 for pussy willow, leeks, and al- 
monds; and here again this list could go 
on and on. Phyllotaxus based on Fi- 
bonacci numbers is not universal 
among plants, but it is extremely wide- 
spread. 

So, why do petals, seed heads, fruit, 
vegetables, the spines of cacti, trees, and 
other leafed plants so often share Fi- 
bonacci patterns? The answer to this 
question has been asked for many cen- 
turies, but has been answered only re- 
cently. It has to do with the mathemat- 
ics of maximally efficient growth. For 
plants to grow most efficiently, flower 
and seed heads and plant leaves grow in 
Fibonacci patterns. Seed heads, for ex- 
ample, grow their seeds in a way that 
packs the seeds with maximum efficien- 
cy, so that no matter how large a seed 
head becomes, the seeds are uniformly 
packed throughout the growth process, 
keeping all the seeds uniform in size, 
without crowding at the center and 
without sparsely spacing the seeds mov- 
ing outward. The last step in under- 
standing how Fibonacci ratios optimally 
solve the mathematician’s growth equa- 
tions came only recently, in 1993, 
thanks to the research of two French 
scientists, Stéphane Douady and Yves 
Couder. The Fibonacci sequence is, in 
other words, one of nature’s discoveries 
of maximum efficiency. 

Fortunately, we don’t need to un- 
derstand them technically to appreciate 
them: but Fibonacci sequences contin- 
ue to be at the basis of patterns we have 
become so used to that a little math 
helps to spark a fresh sense of wonder. 
For some of us who like to dig in theo- 
ry but not in dirt, this view of things 
can add to an appreciation of a garden's 
beauty.

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Annual Meeting Coming Right Gp June 24-26 in Roseburg! 


his year’s NPSO annual meeting 

will take place in Roseburg and 
will be hosted by the Umpqua Valley 
Chapter. Information on lodging, hikes 
and registration were included in the 
March Bulletin. If you haven't regis- 
tered yet, do it now!

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The Flora of Serpentine Darlingtonia Fens 
in the Klamath-Siskiyou Region after The Biscuit Fire: 


Species Composition, Diversity, and Rare Species Populations in Burned and Unburned Fens

Q: What do you get when you com- 
bine a beautiful mountain range, 
bizarre geology, complex hydrolo- 
gy, crystal clear swimming holes, 
six sedges, five endemic species, 
four orchids, three carnivorous 
plants, two lilies, and one gigantic 
wildfire all in a highly politically 


charged environment? 


A: One heck of a research project! 


uring the summer of 2002, 
flames licked the shoulders of the 
Klamath-Siskiyou. What came to be 
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known as the Biscuit Fire burned an 
area ~500,000 acres in the Klamath— 
Siskiyou Ecoregion of southwestern 
Oregon and northwestern California. A 
drive through the charred Biscuit land- 
scape just after the fire may have left fen 
fanatics feeling a bit panic-stricken at 
the sight of the charred remains of crip- 
pled Darlingtonia leaves bathed in a sea 


of ash. 
Background 


The Biscuit Fire was unique be- 
cause it burned across North America’s 
largest exposure of serpentinized rock, 
which is characterized by high levels of 
heavy metals (e.g. nickel, chromium, 
cobalt) and low levels of available calci- 
um, creating a nearly inhospitable envi- 
ronment for plant growth. The unique 
chemical properties of serpentine soils 
give rise to distinctive plant communi- 
ties, gifting us with a high proportion 
of endemic species found nowhere else 
in the world. Serpentine fens, created 
as water seeps through “leaky” serpen- 
tine bedrock in the scars of natural 
landslides (Coleman and Kruckeburg 
1999), are a natural community en- 
demic to the Siskiyous. They are paint- 
ed in a distinctive rainbow of native 
color from their particularly high rates 
of endemism including five taxa 
(ONHP List 1) proposed for listing as 
Threatened or Endangered. These are: 
Waldo gentian (Gentiana setigera 
Gray), Oregon willow-herb (Epilobium 
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oreganum Greene), large-flowered rush- 
lily (Hastingsia bracteosa S. Wats. vat. 
bracteosa), purple-flowered rush-lily 
(Hastingsia bracteosa S. Wats. var. atrop- 
urpurea (Becking) Lang and Zika) and 
western bog violet (Viola primulifolia 
ssp. occidentalis (Gray) Russell. In addi- 
tion, they are home to the rare and 
unique carnivorous California cobra 
lily (Darlingtonia californica Torr.) and 
an, as of yet, undescribed species of 
sedge (Carex sp. nova). It’s hard enough 
to live on serpentine—its even harder 
to live in a serpentine wetland. 
Although curious botanists since 
the days of Howell have flocked to the 
colorful beauty of the serpentine fens, 
little is known about this unique eco- 
logical assemblage. The U.S. Forest 
Service, Bureau of Land Management 
and U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service are in 
the process of developing a cooperative, 
interagency strategy that will establish a 
basic framework for conservation of 
the five named rare fen species and 
their habitat. Fundamental to the suc- 
cessful implementation of this strategy 
is a better understanding of the role of 
fire in these systems. The purpose of 
my research was to examine the differ- 
ences in plant community composition 
in burned and unburned serpentine 
Darlingtonia fens and to track popula- 
tions of rare fen taxa two years follow- 
ing the Biscuit Fire (and to spend an 
entire summer botanizing in the fens).

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Succession in Serpentine Fens 

For much of the Northwest, wild- 
fire is the driving force behind succes- 
sion. Serpentine fens, however, are wet 
and most are nestled within the Jeffrey 
Pine and Port Orford cedar forests 
which accumulate fuel slowly and burn 
infrequently (Atzet and Wheeler 1982). 
In addition, there have been concerns 
that a near-century of fire suppression 
may have caused the Biscuit Fire to be 
outside of the natural range of variation 
for the region. This contentious issue is 
not yet resolved (Odion et al. 2004). 
This unique situation has raised a num- 
ber of fascinating questions for this 
budding ecologist: Does fire change 
species composition in serpentine fens? 
Are there species that occur in un- 
burned serpentine fens that cannot 
persist in burned fens or vice versa? Is 
there fire-driven succession in serpen- 
tine fens? Are the rare endemics in 
serpentine fens able to tolerate fire? 

To answer these questions, two 
years after the Biscuit fire, | compared 
the plant composition of 25 fens, 14 
burned by the Biscuit Fire and 11 that 
remained untouched. I also compared 
populations counts for the rare 
endemics to those recorded in 2001.

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The Fens after the Biscuit Fire 


Fear not, fen lovers! The fens are 
recovering quite swiftly. Take the Cali- 
fornia cobra lily, for example. Darling- 
tonia is a biennial, whose leaves can 
survive 18-22 months. As a result, I 
was able to compare cover of the older 
leaves born in 2003, whose red fading 
to brown heads, were quite distinguish- 
able from the luminescent green of 
leaves born in 2004. While burned fens 
had significantly lower percent cover of 
second year leaves than unburned fens, 
first year leaves were equally abundant. 

The relative abundance of the 
most eight common fens species varied 
greatly within and among fens making 
statistical comparisons difficult but 
kept field work exciting as each new 
fen yielded new species to add to the 
list and new discoveries for a curious 
naturalist. Complex heterogeneity of 
important factors such as soil type, 
variation in the size of substrate (i.e. 
rock, gravel, sand and clay), slope, hy- 
drology, and aspect influence the distri- 
bution of fen species. This, coupled 
with the patchiness of the Biscuit Fire, 
yielded equally patchy results. 
Nonetheless, months of data crunching 
confirmed many of my suspicions after 
three months in the field. 

Removal of litter and aging Dar- 
lingtonia leaves by fire created available 
habitat that was quickly filled by other 
species. Life histories of different 
species determined their ability to 
respond quickly to the increase in 
available habitat. I did not find a single 
annual or invasive species in either 
burned or unburned fens. Perhaps the 
perennial lifestyle is preferable when it 
is hard for seeds to disperse from one 
fen to the next, which could be as far as 
two miles away and luckily, while alien 
species cannot tolerate the challenging 
living conditions of a serpentine fen. 

Is there fire-driven succession in 
serpentine fens? There is a clear, albeit 
minor shift in dominance between 
burned and unburned fens. While 
unburned fens are dominated by 
Darlingtonia californica, burned fens 
are blanketed in Eriophorum crinigerum 
(Criniger’s cottongrass). Nonetheless, 
each species is the second most 


dominant where it is not the first. 
Mini-succession, perhaps? 

Although Criniger’s cottongrass, a 
sedge, favors burned fens, not all sedges 
are created equal. Another fen domi- 
nant, star sedge (Carex echinata), is 
cespitose and cannot spread rhizoma- 
tously, and is more abundant in un- 
burned fens. In addition, I found three 
species, California oatgrass (Danthonia 
californica), huckleberry oak (Quercus 
vaccinifolia), and Western bog violet 
(Viola primulifolia ssp. occidentalis) that 
frequented unburned fens more so 
than burned fens while I found false 
Solomon’s seal (Maianthemum racemo- 
sum), American vetch (Vicia americana 
ssp. americana), Baltic rush (Juncus 
balticus) and beargrass (Xerophyllum 
tenax) more frequently in burned fens. 
Many other species followed similar 
trends although the results were not 
statistically significant. Most species 
had equivalently small gains or losses in 
abundance after fire that were fairly 
variable from fen to fen. 

Although high variability is a 
statistical impediment to hypothesis 
testing, it is an ecological reality in 
serpentine fens. With only 8 (of 108) 
herbaceous species shared by 70% of 
fens, the majority of fen species in the 
fen are rare. These patterns of rarity 
may be due to geographic range nar- 
rower than the sampling area or due to 
highly restricted habitat provided only 
be a small subset of fens. Because fen 
habitat is patchy, as was the Biscuit 
Fire, it is logical that the responses of 
plants would themselves be patchy as 
well. Although these patterns make for 
difficult statistical analysis, they also 
facilitate the survival of the maximum 
number of species. Pyrodiversity begets 


biodiversity (Martin and Sapsis 1991). 


The Post-Fire Fate of Rare Endemics 


Of the rare endemics named 
above, only one species showed cause 
for concern after the Biscuit Fire. At 
first glance, all species seemed to be 
abundant in both burned and un- 
burned fens. Western bog violet (Viola 
primulifolia ssp. occidentalis), however, 
had reduced percent cover from 2001 
in burned fens as compared to the un- 
burned fens I sampled. However, this 
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may not be cause for concern after all. 
Although the percent of burned fens 
covered by Western bog violet was 
lower, populations counts before and 
after fire were consistently high. Be- 
cause percent cover is a measure of rela- 
tive abundance, the abundance of each 
species is rated relative to the abun- 
dance of other species. Thus, if other 
species respond favorably, increasing in 
cover following fire, it can appear nu- 
merically that another is in decline 
when perhaps it is simply stable. Per- 
haps Western bog violet is neutral to 
fire. It is not killed, but it also does not 
spread. In addition, Western bog violet 
is one of the more widespread en- 
demics and can be found thriving in 
many fens throughout the region (Frost 
et al. 2004). 


The Future of Serpentine Fens: Per- 
manent Plot Monitoring 


My results suggest the species that 
inhabit serpentine fens successfully sur- 
vived the abiotic changes that accom- 
panied the Biscuit fire. However, time 
will tell if each will continue to be suc- 
cessful as litter re-accumulates and 
competition becomes fierce in the fens. 
To facilitate continued discovery in the 
little known ecological dynamics of 


these amazing places, I established per- 
manent ecological monitoring plots in 
21 fens on the Siskiyou and Six Rivers 
National Forests. There is much re- 
search to be done in the fens. Little is 
known about mycorrhizal relations, 
herbivory, hydrology and the natural 
range of variation in rare species popu- 
lations. Meta-population dynamics, or 
the genetic and ecological interaction 
of populations from different fens is a 
field that is, as of yet, untouched, and 
begging to be explored. If populations 
in one fen are reduced by fire or any 
other disturbance, will they be restored 
over time from the remaining fens? I 
hope that continued monitoring of 
these plots by the US Forest Service 
and other researchers will provide in- 
sights into these unique ecosystems 
found no where else in the world. If 
nothing else, they should provide for 
some great field work for the next 
lucky botanist!

Euonymus Rediscovered 
During Native Plant Appreciation Week 


by Dave Predeek and Rhoda Love, Emerald Chapter 


even was our lucky number in May 

when, on the seventh of that month, 
seven of us set off down Kentucky 
Creek in the Coast Range to attempt to 
relocate Euonymus occidentalis, Western 
wahoo, an elusive shrub in the family 
Celastraceae. 

Our trail led downstream through 
old growth hemlock passing some of 
the area's prettiest waterfalls. We knew 
the opposite-leaved wahoo had been 
spotted near the lower falls many years 
ago, but had not seen it since. The day 
was cloudy but the rain held off. With- 
in sight and sound of the magnificent 
lower falls, one of us noticed some like- 
ly leaves beside the trail. Some said no, 
it should be a tall shrub. Others insist- 
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ed the leaves and buds matched the 
description. In the end, the doubters 
were convinced and a small snippet was 
taken for the herbarium. 

Euonymus is known from only a 
single site in Lane County. The Ken- 
tucky Falls population was discovered 
many years ago by Emerald Chapter 
folks, however these plants grow over 
the divide in the Smith River drainage 
of Douglas County. Now that Em- 
Chappers know what to look for, 
maybe we will find it in forests a few 
miles further north—perhaps along the 
Siuslaw. At any rate let’s give a big 
“wahoo” to Native Plant Appreciation 
Week and the intrepid seven!

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D.C. Endangered Species Act Report: July 18-19, 2005

| eee spring, Native Plant Conserva- 


tion Campaign Director Emily 
Roberson contacted NPSO to find out 
if NPSO would send a representative 
to Washington D.C. in July to partici- 
pate in a “fly-in” to support the Endan- 
gered Species Act. I volunteered, as it 
sounded like a great thing to be a part 
of, and since they offered to pay some 
of the expenses. At the board meeting 
during the annual meeting in Rose- 
burg, the board was introduced to the 
idea, and approved. About then, things 
started happening! 

I have visited Washington only 
once before: in 1980, when I had one 
day to visit museums. This time, I 
knew I would again have little free 
time, as I could not afford to take off 
extra days during peak summer field 
season. So I booked the two-day event 
in mid-July with one day on either end 
for travel. And before I go further, I 
must thank the Center for Biological 
Diversity (for covering many of my ex- 
penses) and Earthjustice (which organ- 
ized most of the event). For those of 
you who may not know, there are a 
great bunch of people in D.C. working 
hard on behalf of all our rare plants 
and animals. 

I departed the Eugene Airport at 
5:45am on Sunday morning (no kid- 
ding), and arrived in D.C. about 4pm 
local time—but my bags didn’t. After 
waiting, dinner and more waiting at 
the airport, they finally arrived at about 
8:45 pm, and my small window to visit 
the Smithsonian Natural History Mu- 
seum Butterfly Garden was lost. I took 
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the Metro to the hotel and met my 
roomie—from the NRDC in LA. 


Day One 


The first day of the two-day “En- 
dangered Species Fly-In” was packed 
with back-to-back presentations by 
Brock Evans www.snre.umich.edu/eco- 
megt/events/bios/evans.htm), Chris 
Arthur (a very seasoned veteran of 
Capitol Hill), and lots of “local” folks 
from around the U.S.—almost all 
addressing vertebrate animal issues. 
There were about 75 of us flown in for 
this event, with our main purpose to 
visit swing voters from our home state, 
and refute the “leaked” draft legislation 
being considered by some House mem- 
bers. We visited the two Oregon sena- 
tors’ offices as well, with the goal there 
to not have any legislation come out of 
the Senate, thereby keeping the status 
quo—for now. 

This is a good place to explain 
what is going on right now with the 
Endangered Species Act (ESA) in 
Washington D.C. The ESA is supposed 
to be reauthorized every few years, but 
if it isn't, it still remains functional. 
This has been the case for several years. 
The ESA has withstood many attempts 
to weaken it over the last few years (it 
is just over 30 years old!), but none 
have gone anywhere because the act en- 
joys broad public support. But as we all 
know, nothing is sacred in politics, and 
the times they are a changin’. So there 
may be quite an effort in the works to 
try to revise the act in the near future. 


The “leaked” potential house bill 


includes language to weaken protection 
for threatened species, to redefine the 
act to target “protection of species at 
the current rate of decline” as the goal 
of the act (rather than species recov- 
ery), redefine critical habitat to limit it 
to the area currently occupied by a 
species (rather than the area critical to 
its recovery), sunsetting the act in 2015 
if it is not reauthorized, and so forth. 
This all is being couched under the 
premise that “we can do better for 
them” (the species), and that the act “is

Piperia transversa, 
Suksdorf’s rein orchid, is recognizable by its 
long, straight, sideways spurs. Like other 
Piperias, it is usually found in dry woods.

Further Efforts to Save a Rare Oregon Species

his letter is to formally notify the 

Native Plant Society of Oregon 
(NPSO) that its December 2003 peti- 
tion to list Sidalcea hendersonii (Hen- 
derson’s checkermallow) as a threatened 
species under Oregon State law has 
been denied.” 

With these words, Director Katy 
Coba of the Oregon Department of 
Agriculture, began her 4-page letter 
(March 3, 2005) explaining why Sidal- 
cea hendersonii would not be listed as 
threatened in Oregon. This despite the 
fact that our petition showed that, of 
eleven historic sites for the species, only 
a single one, the Siuslaw estuary of 
Lane County, still supports this tall, 
vivid pink checkermallow. 

NPSO was turned down, not be- 
cause our petition did not make the 
case that the plant is endangered in 
Oregon, but because our former Ore- 
gon populations did not “constitute a 
significant portion of its overall distri- 
bution.” In other words, we were in- 
formed that a species, which was previ- 
ously found in at least 10 or 11 coastal 
Oregon estuaries from the Umpqua to 
the Columbia, and has now been re- 
duced to a single site, cannot be for- 
mally listed here because populations 
exist outside our state in Washington 
and British Columbia. 

As a person who helped spark the 
1987 passage of the Oregon Endangered 
Species Act, I was amazed and abashed 
at this result. In my opinion, an Ore- 
gon law should protect Oregon plants. 
When we passed the law, I never 
dreamed that it would be interpreted 
in this narrow fashion. Now, at my re- 
quest, an ad hoc committee within 
NPSO has been formed to look into 
this weakness in the law. Perhaps at 
some time in the future our Endangered 
Species Act can be amended to close 
such a loophole. In addition, as we con- 
tinue to learn more about the origins 
and spread of Sidalcea hendersonii, its 
biology and ecology, threats of preda- 
tion, and dangers to its habitat, we can, 
perhaps, submit a revised petition. 
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For example, if you read the article 
on Henderson's checkermallow in the 
latest Kalmiopsis, you know that weevil 
predation can significantly decrease the 
number of pollen-bearing plants in any 
Sidalcea population. If female-only in- 
dividuals come to dominate a popula- 
tion, pollination and seed production 
will drop, and there will be little re- 
cruitment into the next generation. At 
the present time, the only remaining 
population known to exist in Oregon 
in the Siuslaw River, has a preponder- 
ance of female-only plants. 

We do not know the number of 
healthy of S. hendersonii populations in 
Washington and British Columbia, but 
they need to be carefully monitored to 
assess sexual ratios and the extent of 
weevil predation. Simply scanning for 
pink flowers in an estuary does not 
provide an accurate picture of the 
health of a population or of the species. 

I would like to make a further 
point before closing: I am personally 
convinced that Henderson’s checker- 
mallow originally evolved in an Oregon 
estuary. Genetic investigations by a

Berkeley team have shown that the 
closest relatives of S. hendersonii are 
Oregon endemics. In addition, the 
genus Sidalcea is known to have spread 
northward in its radiation from its pre- 
sumed origin in the southern Sierras— 
speciating as it has moved into diverse 
ecosystems. Furthermore, unpublished 
research by a Washington state ecolo- 
gist has shown that on-shore Pacific 
currents move predominantly north, 
and that Sidalcea hendersonii seeds re- 
main viable in ocean water for over 
month. This is long enough for the 
propagules to move northward from 
one estuary to the next. Thus, my per- 
sonal conclusion is that this lovely and 
unique plant evolved in Oregon, mak- 
ing it a true native of our state. 

This summer, supported by funds 
from NPSO’s Leighton Ho Memorial 
Grant, botanists will be re-introducing 
Henderson’s checkermallow to several 
protected sites on the Oregon Coast. In 
addition we will continue our efforts to 
see this beautiful Oregon seaside plant 
formally listed so as to receive the pro- 
tection it deserves in our state.

broken” and “needs fixing.” In reality, 
the ESA has very little impact on devel- 
opment, but when it does, it can make 
headlines. Hopefully, I have the correct 
statistic here: less than 1% of the 
280,000-plus projects with federal in- 
volvement (generally, that means on 
federal land, or on private or local pub- 
lic land with federal funding involved 
in some way) during the history of the 
act have required significant modifica- 
tion. That is a pretty small number! 

So back to Washington. After our 
day of speakers and “prepping” for the 
following day, we had an evening din- 
ner at our hotel, and again were blessed 
to hear Brock Adams speak. Although 
he lives in D.C. now, he is from the 
Seattle area, and was instrumental in 
creation of North Cascades National 
Park. He spoke of how the conserva- 
tion movement has achieved the impos- 
sible over and over again, and that the 
current challenge in Washington D.C. 


was no different. He used the analogy 
of how he defeated his highly-invasive 
bone cancer (“I had to grow my hair 
back out three times after the radiation 
treatments”) as how he personally ap- 
proaches seemingly undefeatable odds. 
I think about half of the room had 
tears welling when he was done. I hope 
that each of you reading this will get to 
hear him speak some day. 


Day Two 


After one more “go get ’em” speech 
from a congressional staffer, we were 
off. I was part of the “Oregon contin- 
gent,” and spent the day on the hill 
lobbying with a representative from the 
Oregon Natural Resources Council, 
the Pacific Rivers Council, the Kla- 
math-Siskiyou Wildlands Project, Save 
Our Wild Salmon, and a local (D.C., 
that is) Audubon Society representa- 
tive. In the morning, we visited staff of 
senators Wyden and Smith, and in the 
afternoon, staff of Wu, Hooley and 
Blumenaeur. With the exception of the 
Smith staffer, we were extremely well

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received, and almost seen as unneces- 
sary by them as they are so supportive 
of the ESA. The staffer for Sen. Smith 
began the meeting by presenting argu- 
ments to us, but she was very knowl- 
edgeable, and had some good points. | 
hope she also recognized that we had 
some good points, too! 

In all honesty, my role as a “plant 
person” took a pretty distant back seat 
to the “hot button” issues of the day: 
Columbia River salmon, and Klamath 
Basin fish issues. Nonetheless, I worked 
in something about plants during each 
meeting, and was proud to leave them 
a copy of our latest Kalmiopsis (with 
Gentner’s fritillary and Henderson's 
checkermallow as great examples of 
protected vs. unprotected species under 
the ESA), and the April issue of 
Plant Talk (http://www.plant-talk.org/). 
Although the April issue is not yet 
available on line, it soon should be. In 
it is a splendid article on the rare 
habitats and species of the Willamette 
Valley-Puget Trough-Georgia straits 
ecoregion by Ed Alverson.

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Sliding Down to the Port Orford Cedar: 
Inventory of the Pipe Fork RNA

he Klamath-Siskiyou Mountains 
surround the place I call home. 
Living in the town of Rogue River, I’ve 
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grown accustomed to the valleys, 
creeks, and ancient peaks that force 
north-flowing I-5 to curve west 
through the topographical knot like a 
coastal highway. The tangled mountain 
range is as familiar to me as the back of 
my hand, and yet still as novel to me as 
the way that hand works. I’m learning 
that the uniqueness of the area extends 
beyond my sentimental value and into 
the biological world. 

The floristic diversity in the Kla- 
math-Siskiyou Ecoregion is exceptional 
(Smith and Sawyer 1988). The Kla- 
math-Siskiyous are one of the richest 
temperate coniferous forests in the 
world, thought to harbor about 3500 
plant species, including 281 regional 
endemics (World Wildlife Fund 2001). 
The high level of biodiversity in the 
Klamath-Siskiyou region results from a 
combination of heterogeneous soils 
and topography (Smith and Sawyer 
1988), coupled with its unique loca- 
tion at the convergence of the Coast 
range, the Cascades, and the Sierra 
Nevada. Many species reach the extent 
of their ranges within this ancient geo- 


logical jumble, creating unique species 
assemblages that occur nowhere else. 

As an NPSO/Institute for Applied 
Ecology (IAE) intern, I had the oppor- 
tunity to explore the botany of a pro- 
tected forest deep within the Klamath 
Mountain Ecoregion: an area called the 
Pipe Fork Research Natural Area 
(RNA), managed by the Medford Dis- 
trict Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM). The 529 acres of the Pipe Fork 
RNA are nestled in the Applegate Val- 
ley about seven miles from the Califor- 
nia border near Southern Oregon’s Big 
Sugarloaf Peak. Little was known about 
the Pipe Fork RNA before we began 
work on the inventory. The RNA 
began as a proposed project in 1992 
when a brief investigation discovered 
that the area contained some healthy 
Port Orford cedar (Chamaecyparis law- 
soniana) in a relatively pristine loca- 
tion. After several revisions to the plan, 
the RNA as we know it was finalized. 
The IAE/BLM survey of Pipe Fork in 
the summer of 2004 was the first com- 
prehensive look at the area.

Forest Service Hammers Babyfoot Lake 


Botanical Reserve

Many of you have no doubt heard 
that parts of the Babyfoot Lake Botani- 
cal Area, a Siskiyou National Forest 
permanent, protective land allocation, 
have been logged. The violation oc- 
curred during the controversial Biscuit 
Fire Project’s Fiddler Old-Growth Re- 
serve timber sale, which was closed for 
months to the public. 

The Babyfoot Lake Botanical Area, 
was established by the Forest Service in 
1966 to protect Brewer spruce, a rare, 
ancient conifer tree, and other sensitive 
plants. Botanists come from around 
the world to visit the Botanical Area. 
The Forest Service has admitted this vi- 
olation was a “serious” mistake, claim- 
ing they had incorrectly marked the 
boundaries of the Fiddler Timber Sale, 
part of a major federal project to log 
trees burned by the 2002 Biscuit Fire. 

This shocking violation raises seri- 
ous questions about the ability of the 
Forest Service to adequately administer 
industrial logging on public lands. The 
Siskiyou Project believes an official in- 
vestigation is needed to learn how this 
tragedy happened, and to ensure it 
never happens again. 


Please call Congressman Peter De- 
Fazio, whose district includes the Baby- 
foot Lake Botanical Area, and Oregon 
Senator Ron Wyden and ask them to: 


1. Pursue an official investigation of 
the Babyfoot Lake Botanical Area 
logging violation. 


2. ‘Tell Forest Service officials to stop 
ALL Biscuit logging, especially in 
roadless forests and old-growth 
reserves. 


3. Allow the public to participate in 
the Forest Service’s process to look 
at how best to protect the natural 
regeneration in areas they logged.

Julian Battaile 1925-2005 


ulian Battaile was a retired Southern 

Oregon University chemistry 
professor, amateur musician and writer, 
botany enthusiast, and father of two. 
He is survived by his wife Connie 
Hopkins Battaile of Ashland and his 
sons Bennett Battaile of Portland and 
Gordon Battaile of Beaverton. 

He was born Sept. 26, 1925 in 
New Orleans and was raised in the 
bayou country of Louisiana near the 
small town of LaCombe. He was a gift- 
ed teacher, and in 1966 was one of ten 
SOU (then SOC) recipients of the 
Oregon Legislature’s Mosser award for 
excellence in teaching, the only year it 
was awarded. A lifelong piano player, 
he hosted a small weekly jazz combo 
for over 20 years. After retiring he 
began writing short stories and hosted 
a writers group from 1988 until his 
death, recently completing the score 
and lyrics for a musical. He had a 
strong interest in plants; he gardened 
actively and he and Connie performed 
field surveys for the Oregon Flora Pro- 
ject starting in 2000. For this project 
they took responsibility for an ongoing 
botanical inventory of a 620 square 
mile area of SW Klamath county, 
where they collected and identified 670 
species of plants. 

Julian, who never smoked, died 
August 24, 2005 at Providence Hospi- 
tal in Medford, Oregon, from progres- 
sive lung failure following treatment 
for lung cancer.

What is a Research Natural Area? 


Research Natural Areas are a na- 
tionwide interagency program and are 
part of the Oregon Natural Heritage 
Plan, which was established in 1981 to 
create a system of natural areas that 
preserve examples of Oregon’s ecosys- 
tems (Oregon Natural Heritage Plan 
2003). A full range of pristine areas 
have begun to be set aside for research 
and education about important forest, 
grass, aquatic, and alpine communities. 
Public access is limited to preserve and 
protect natural communities from 
human intervention. The Pipe Fork 
RNA conserves two plant communities 
for the Natural Heritage Plan. Note- 
worthy plant associations include Port 
Orford cedar-white fir/Oregon grape 
and Port Orford cedar-tanoak/salal 
(Oregon Natural Heritage Plan 2003). 


Port Orford cedar 


Port Orford cedar is a charismatic 
tree endemic to southwestern Oregon 
and northern California. Despite its 
limited range, Port Orford cedar thrives 
along the Oregon coast and in the Kla- 
math Mountain's diverse geological 


areas (Orr and Orr 1999). Port Orford 


cedar is typically found in areas with 
cool and wet winters and warm, dry 
summers. Water availability is one of 
the most important determinants in 
the range of Port Orford cedar (Zobel 
and Hawk 1980) and thus, in the Kla- 
math-Siskiyou Mountains, populations 
of Port Orford cedar are often concen- 
trated along riparian corridors. 

Port Orford cedar’s reliance on 
water has facilitated widespread infec- 
tion by the nonnative water mold Phy- 
tophthora lateralis. Within watersheds, 
the moisture dependent P /ateralis only 
spreads infection downstream encoun- 
tering thirsty host roots who reach for 
water. However, the pathogen can also 
spread between watersheds when spore 
infested mud is carried by foot or vehi- 
cle traffic into vulnerable areas and 
comes in contact with Port Orford 
cedar root systems (Jules et al. 2002). 
The water mold has been fatally infect- 
ing Port Orford cedar since 1952. 
Road building and use has rapidly 
spread the pathogen with devastating 
effects. Rare, uninfected communities 
of Port Orford cedars, like Pipe Fork, 


are targets for conservation efforts. 


The Pipe Fork Adventure 

The Port Orford cedar population 
in Pipe Fork RNA is not easily accessi- 
ble, to say the least. The magnificent 


Fabulous views greet the intrepid traveler willing to hike into the Pipe Fork RNA. 
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trees are nestled along the Pipe Fork 
Creek which is located at the bottom 
of a steep valley. The headwaters of the 
Pipe Fork Creek, including Larkspur 
Spring, are protected as part of the 
RNA. The difficult terrain and the pro- 
tected water source make Pipe Fork an 
ideal area in which to search for Port 
Orford cedar free of P lateralis infec- 
tion. The same terrain that protects 
Port Orford cedar from infection also 
made the area a challenge to explore. 

We set off in search of the elusive 
Port Orford cedar armed with topo- 
graphic maps, aerial photographs, and 
high hopes. Nothing definite about the 
RNA was known beyond a brief origi- 
nal investigation. The downhill adven- 
ture was a 1000 foot descent toward 
Pipe Fork Creek. We trekked from the 
end of a gravel road at ridge top down 
into old-growth forest communities, 
scrambling over fallen trees five feet in 
diameter beneath ancient individuals 
that masked the sky. The descent was 
less graceful than I'd like to admit, but 
the tumbles and scratches were part of 
the experience. 

As we slid downward we observed 
a variety of plant associations, rock 
outcroppings, and draws along our 
route. We recorded community types 
and their distribution as we encoun- 
tered them. Dry upper slopes were full 
of Douglas-fir (Pseudotsuga menziesii), 
sugar pine (Pinus lambertiana), pon- 
derosa pine (Pinus ponderosa), white fir 
(Abies concolor), and Oregon grape 
(Berberis nervosa). We encountered 
three species of vibrant coralroots 
(Corallorhiza spp.) among fallen logs 
and the symmetrical beauty of the twin 
flower (Linnaea borealis). Farther down 
the slope, we observed the slow de- 
crease in pines and the arrival of ocean 
spray (Holodiscus discolor), vanilla leaf 
(Achlys triphylla), and hazelnut (Corylus 
cornuta). 

The peaceful sound of flowing 
water arrived with the Port Orford 
cedar and the riparian area. Healthy 
trees lined the stream banks. Ferns and 
small flowering plants like the beautiful 
striped mountain-bells lily (Stenanthi- 
um occidentale) grew inches from the 
water. On the bank, towering yew 

continued on page 99 
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(Taxus brevifolia) trees mingled with 
other climax species with a quiet stead- 
fast air. Our assiduous physical effort 
yielded a species list of the area, my 
personal edification, and joyous im- 
mersion in such a high density of 
phantom orchids (Cephalanthera aus- 
tiniae) that they became commonplace. 
In our exploration, we found 182 
species of vascular plants over a variety 
of aspects, elevations, and habitats. 
The time I spent in the forests of 
Pipe Fork taught me much about plant 
identification and the ecology of climax 
forests. The RNA is an older and wiser 
version of the forest surrounding my 
home in the Evans Valley. I saw orchids 
and meadow species that I had not pre- 
viously encountered. I was dwarfed by 
Port Orford cedars of the awesome size 
typically reserved for coastal redwoods. 
However, the survival of the area could 


be threatened by a single P /ateralis in- 
fection. Despite the remoteness of the 
RNA, dead Port Orford trees, killed by 


a root disease infection, were found 


downstream on the border of the RNA. 


The natural, dynamic ecosystem of 
Pipe Fork is a joy to observe, but it is 
threatened by its juxtaposition and vul- 
nerability to P lateralis infection. How- 
ever, with protection from the BLM 
and the enhanced knowledge of Pipe 
Fork ecology from the survey, there is 
hope that the Pipe Fork watershed will 


be preserved in its pristine condition.

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More Resources Available to Plant Enthusiasts and Botanists 
at the Rowe-Love Herbarium

his past year the Rowe-Love 

Herbarium at Lane Community 
College (LCC) has received some do- 
nations that both broaden and deepen 
its historical resources. The donations 
include approximately 300 sheets of 
pressed plants and over 50 books and 
pamphlets. 

Pressed plants collected and 
mounted on herbarium sheets by 
Rayma Brown Beerman made it 
through various storage places to the 
hands of Gil Voss at the Nature Con- 
servancy in Eugene. He donated the 
specimens to the Herbarium along 
with an electronic list of the collection. 
Rayma Brown Beerman was an educa- 
tion major at UO in 1930 and appar- 
ently studied with L.E Henderson. She 
went on to teach at several Eugene 
public schools and was an avid plant 
collector in Eugene during the 1930s. 

This July a small group of 
botanists met at the Herbarium to re- 
view the collection. Current efforts are 
being made to update the names that 
Brown assigned to the specimens 
(called a nomenclatural transfer), re- 
view the specimens to make sure they 
were accurately identified and make 
any necessary changes (called annota-

unique number) each specimen and 
add it to the electronic database. 

Rhoda Love has accumulated in- 
formation about Rayma Brown Beer- 
man and her activities in Eugene as 
well as some photos. More details 
about her and the contents of the col- 
lection might be the topic of a future 
article in this Bulletin. 

Botanists and plant enthusiasts 
often buy a variety of botany texts and 
identification guides in the course of 
their lifetime as they take classes and 
travel to different places around the 
world. Margaret Wiese, of the Emerald 
Chapter, is no exception. Margaret’s 
whole family was apparently interested 
in botany and her collection, donated 
to the Herbarium, includes some of 
their botany books. 

The books include six historic vol- 
umes that were published between 
1887 and 1909. Farm Weeds of Canada, 
2nd edition 1909 by G. Clark & J. 
Fletcher is perhaps the most stunning 
of the collection. This book contains 


76 full-page hand-tinted plates of wa- 


tercolor plant illustrations made by 
Norman Criddle. The illustrations are 
the highlight but the contents included 
the knowledge of the time about inva- 
sive plants and the methods of combat- 
ing them. With our current concern 
about the impacts of introduced plants 
this book is an incredibly interesting 
historical resource. Botany texts by 
Charles Bessey (1906) and Liberty 
Hyde Bailey (1904) also provide a 
wonderful historical context from very 
important botanists of the time that are 
still cited and profiled in current 
botany texts. The books and pamphlets 
will be housed in the Rowe-Love 
Herbarium reference library and on the 
botany shelves in the Science Resource 
Room at LCC so that they will be ac- 
cessible to all interested students. 

We are extremely fortunate to re- 
ceive these donations to the Herbari- 
um. LCC is the only community col- 
lege on the west coast, and possibly in 
North America, to have a herbarium 
that is registered with the Index 
Herbariorum at the New York Botani- 


cal Gardens.

n May 2004, we embarked on a 

botanical treasure hunt through 
Leslie Gulch, a spectacular sculpted 
canyon located in the Owyhee River 
Canyon in southeastern Oregon. We 
were in search of a rare plant, the 
Owyhee clover (Trifolium owyheense). 
This adventure took us on foot, from 
the bottom of the canyons to the tops 
of peaks where we braved rain, hail and 
steep talus slopes. Armed with only a 
topographical map of 11 previously 
identified populations, we successfully 
found a total of 15 populations. Along 
the way we marveled at the spectacular 
views, beautiful wildflowers, and spoke 
to each other in our best Irish accents 
while frolicking through the clover. 


Leslie Gulch 
Leslie Gulch began forming 15 


million years ago when the Mahogany 
Mountain caldera spewed a molten 
froth containing hot gases, ash and 
large chunky rocks. This volcanic ma- 
terial covered thousands of square miles 
and was 2000 feet thick in some areas. 
As the rocks cooled and lithified, gases 
within the rocks left behind spaces. 
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Millions of years of weathering, uplift 
and faulting of the space-filled rocks 
formed the towering cliffs, outcrops 
and spires. These eerie sculptures seem 
to take on human form, especially at 
dusk. The colorful rock is multi-layered 
and full of colors including yellow, 
green, blue, black and brown. These 
volcanic events provided an interesting 
specialized substrate that supports a 
high density of ash-dependent rare 
plant species. 

In 1983, Leslie Gulch was desig- 
nated an Area of Critical and Environ- 
mental concern (ACEC) in order to 
protect its valuable scenery, California 
bighorn sheep habitat and special sta- 
tus plant species. The ACEC, which 
covers 11,653 acres, is home to many 
species of animals and plants. In the 
uplands there are Rocky Mountain elk, 
California bighorn sheep and moun- 
tain lions. Chuckar partridge and Cali- 
fornia quail, which occupy lowlands, 
are abundantly seen and heard. Coyote, 
bobcats, reptiles and many birds live in 
the canyons. Raptors, northern flickers, 
white-throated swifts, and bats utilize

One of the joys of late summer botanizing is the sight of Fringed grass-of-Parnassus by a creek or 
in a wet meadow. There are two species in Oregon. On the upper left is Parnassia cirrata var. 
intermedia, recognized by its wider petals and ball-tipped staminodia. On the bottom right is 
Parnassia fimbriata, which has lobed staminodia. It has larger leaves than the previous species. 
Both used to be considered varieties of P. fimbriata: var. hoodiana and var. fimbriata 
respectively. Recent research has also removed Parnassia from the family Saxifragaceae and 
placed it in its own family, Parnassiaceae. Its tough keeping up with taxonomy!

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Two Events To Mark Release of 
Ever Blooming: The Art of Bonnie Hall

Inspired by old botanical prints 
and motivated by a desire to draw at- 
tention to “the overlooked, underval- 
ued, or threatened wild things native to 
our Pacific Northwest landscape,” Hall 
produced scientifically accurate prints 
that revealed the personality, life stages, 
and the very essence of her subjects- 
what a fellow artist aptly called the 
“gesture” of each plant. 

Ever Blooming collects the thirty- 
three large serigraphs and five smaller 
ferns that Hall created in the last years 
of her life, along with the artist’s own 
text describing each plant and butterfly. 
Her narratives are rich in detail and in- 
formed by thorough study into plant 
distribution, life histories, use by Na- 
tive Americans, taxonomic discoveries, 
and conservation issues. Taken as a 
whole, the work is a sparkling conflu- 
ence of science and art. 

For botanists, wildflower enthusi- 
asts, gardeners, and artists, as well as 
anyone who loves the Pacific North- 
west wilderness, Ever Blooming offers a 
singular glimpse of the natural world as 
seen through the eyes of a gifted and 
inspired artist.

J ust out, this new book is the definitive guide to the rich and varied plant life of 


the region, from the ocean shore to the crest of the Cascades, from British Colum- 
bia south through the Klamath Mountains of southwestern Oregon and the Siskiy- 
ous in northwestern California. Its botanical coverage is complete, including plants 
native to the region as well as those that have been introduced and become natural- 
ized. More than 2500 species are fully described, with user-friendly keys and more 
than 700 color photographs and 350 line drawings to facilitate successful identifica- 
tion. This is a great resource for botanists, native plant enthusiasts, ecologists, con- 
servationists, and amateur naturalists who desire a comprehensive, up-to-date, and 
well-illustrated book for the identification of plants of the Pacific Northwest. 

Eugene N. Kozloff, professor at the University of Washington, does his re-

cliff openings. There are five ash-de- 
pendent plants listed under the federal 
Endangered Species Act. These include 
Ertter’s ragwort (Senecio ertterae), 
Packard’s blazing star (Mentzelia 
packardiae), grimy mousetail (/vesia 
rhypara vat. rhypara), sterile milk-vetch 
(Astragalus sterilis) and our featured 
plant, the Owyhee clover. 

The flora of Leslie Gulch has been 
most impacted by habitat destruction 
and noxious weed invasion. Grazing 
and trampling by cattle, domestic and 
wild horses, bighorn sheep, and deer 
have caused damage to rare plants and 
spreading of non-native plants. In addi- 
tion, roadsides provide an ideal habitat 
for the establishment of invasive plants. 
Fortunately, a management plan, final- 
ized in 1995 by the Bureau of Land 
Management, carefully regulates 
human and ungulate activities. It pro- 
hibits livestock grazing, off road vehi- 
cles and limits the number of estab- 
lished roads. Also, non-native plants are 
treated along roadsides with hopes of 
preventing them from establishing. 


Trifolium owyheense 


The Owyhee clover is listed as an 
endangered species by the Oregon De- 
partment of Agriculture and a sensitive 
plant species by Bureau of Land Man- 
agement. It is an endemic occurring in 
only the Owyhee uplands, a small area 
in eastern Malheur County (southeast- 
ern Oregon) and neighboring parts of 
Idaho. Within these locations the 
clover occurs on grayish-green, crum- 
bly, ash substrates atop hills and down 
steep slopes. 

The first person to discover 7 
owyheense was Mrs. Bessie F. Murphy, 
an analyst from Oregon State Universi- 
ty. It was May 1954 when she was 
struck by the showiness of the flower, 
along with other characteristics which 
differed significantly from other known 
species of Trifolium. Hence, the 
Owyhee Clover was described as a new 
species. 

Trifolium owyheense is a delightful 
little clover, typically seen as multiple 
single leaves poking out from beneath 
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the rocks. It is a perennial herb with 
multiple leaves that grow from a tap 
root. The leaves are grayish-green with 
three emarginate leaflets, each with a 
white crescent shaped stripe across the 
center. To the touch, they have a leath- 
ery texture and glaucous surface. The 
corolla consists of a flowering head 
which is rose colored above and fades 
to white below. The plant produces 2-3 
elliptic spotted seeds. A distinguishing 
characteristic is its thick, broad over- 
lapping stipules at the base of each 
petiole. 


Monitoring Owyhee clover 


The purpose of our trip was to as- 
sist the Bureau of Land Management 
in determining a method for monitor- 
ing the Owyhee clover and to find sev- 
eral good sites for monitoring. When 
monitoring any type of plant popula- 
tion, it is important to think about 
short- and long-term trends. In the 
case of 7’ owyheense, we are interested 
in the population dynamics, growth, 
and impacts of grazers, non-native 
plants and human disturbances. Thus 
our method of monitoring must meas- 
ure the abundance and health over sev- 
eral years in such a way that does not 
disturb the species but still allows for 


ample data collection. For example, a 
site on poor soil with a steep terrain 
would be in danger of erosional distur- 
bance from a field crew, and thus is a 
poor choice. 

With each of the sites we found, 
we surveyed the total area that the pop- 
ulation occupied, described the habitat, 
and noted other vegetation. Of the 15 
sites we located, six showed potential as 
good sites for long-term sampling. 
When deciding on locations, we look 
for sites that can be easily accessed on 
foot, but not so easy that they would 
be vulnerable to vandalism as well as 
being representative of the habitats 
seen in the non-sampled sites. This is 
especially important if the habitats vary 
greatly in location and other significant 
characteristics. The six potential sites 
were chosen because they represent a 
variety of population sizes, substrate 
types, elevations, herbivory pressures, 
and geographical locations. 

Determining a method for moni- 
toring 7’ owyheense is complex. It is dif- 
ficult to determine the number of indi- 
vidual plants because leaf attachment 
to the taproot occurs underground. Ex- 
cavations of the plants show varying 
sizes of taproots but no rhizomes.

Thus, since individual plants cannot be 
counted from the surface, monitoring 
consists of leaf counts or estimates of 
the area the plants cover. Typically, per- 
manent plots are established and moni- 
tored year after year. Also, we would 
like to assess the herbivory pressures by 
determining what types of animals 
have an impact. 

Overall, our botanical treasure 
hunt was a success. With the statistical 
analysis of field data in the years to 
come, we will be better able to assess 
population dynamics and trends. | 
hope that you have enjoyed this look at 
the Owyhee clover from an ecological 
perspective and are inspired to take a 
trip of your own to explore the spectac- 
ular scenery and botanical treasures 
that Leslie Gulch has to offer.

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New Logging Scandal in the Siskiyous

F or many people, it is hard to believe 
that more logging violations and 
scandals could take place in the contro- 
versial Biscuit logging project, but that’s 
exactly what happened this week. The 
Siskiyou National Forest announced 
yesterday that CLR Timber Holdings 
Company, of Brookings Oregon, 
logged live, green trees within two unit 
boundaries of the Wafer timber sale. 

Only fire-killed trees are supposed 
to be logged at the Wafer timber sale, a 
part of the Biscuit logging project near 
the west side of the Kalmiopsis Wilder- 
ness. Over 115 live trees were logged 
on slopes in units 131 and 133. 

The new logging violation comes 
hot on the heels of the logging in the 
Babyfoot Lake Botanical Area in Au- 
gust. Previous violations, such as log- 
ging within the Kalmiopsis Wilderness 
Area, have made many people question 
the ability of the Siskiyou National 
Forest to adequately administer large 
industrial logging projects. 

Congressman Peter DeFazio re- 
quested a formal investigation into the 
Babyfoot Lake Botanical Area logging. 
That request has not yet been granted. 
Now, more than ever, we need answers 
and accountability.

As originally proposed, the Biscuit 
project is the largest logging project in 
modern National Forest history—a size 
that may have exceeded local Forest 
Service resources after dramatic budget 
cuts and staff reductions. 

Though different scandals at 
Biscuit may have different causes, it is 
clear that the Forest Service needs 
public oversight now more than ever. 


Despite this, logging industry lobbyists 
and politicians in Washington DC are 
pushing to gut laws safeguarding 
agency accountability to the public and 
environmental standards. 

It is expected that Congressman 
Greg Walden (R-OR) will introduce 
legislation to increase logging after nat- 
ural disturbances like fire in coming 
weeks. The bill will likely also mandate 
the creation of artificial tree planta- 
tions. Plantations are highly susceptible 
to fire, ecologically impoverished and 
notoriously costly to taxpayers. In fact, 
government agencies, conservationists 
and forest workers are cooperating with 
each other in many parts of the North- 
west to restore tree plantations to a 
safer, more natural state. The expensive 
back-log of maintenance on millions of 
acres of tree plantations 

CLR Timber Holdings, (aka South 
Coast Lumber Company) of Brook- 
ings, Oregon has been cited for breach 
of contract by the Forest Service. Log- 
ging at the Wafer timber sale has been 
suspended as a result. CLR Timber 
Holdings also bought the four Biscuit 
logging sales including Berry, Chetco 
and Steed.

Euonymus Redux, or Wahoo Revisited

ictured here is a flower of Western 

wahoo, Euonymus occidentalis 
which Dave Predeek and I wrote about 
in the July Bulletin. We noted that 
members of Emerald Chapter had re- 
discovered the plant along the beautiful 
Kentucky Falls Trail in northwest Dou- 
glas County. Our note was accompa- 
nied by a photo of wahoo taken by 
Doramay Keasby, but no flowers were 
found that day. 

Here is chance for Bulletin readers 
to see a Euonymus blossom in a photo 
taken on my back porch in September, 
2005. The plant in question has been 
growing in a pot for many years from a 
bit of broken root I collected along the 
same Kentucky Falls trail shortly after 
trail clearing work had taken place. At 
the time, I stuffed the mangled root in 
a plastic sandwich bag, brought it 
home, and placed it in soil a few days 
later. It has lived a presumably content- 
ed life in its pot for over a decade and 
occasionally rewards us with a flower 
and perhaps a fruit or two. This year 
our wahoo bloomed in September, 
although its normal blooming time is 
generally much earlier. 

The wahoo flowers are quite small, 
somewhat less than a centimeter across, 


with 4 sepals (not visible here) and 4 
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purplish-red mottled petals. The four 
very short stamens are borne on a 
fleshy disk. The capsules are said to be 
3-lobed and when mature are sur- 
rounded by a showy, reddish-orange 
aril which would make them attractive 


to birds. Wahoo is an opposite-leaved, 


and is managing the propagation of 
more than 90 native species for seed.

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Conservation Issues: Western Oregon Plan Revision 
by Darlene Southworth, NPSO Conservation Chair 


he Bureau of Land Management 

(BLM) has initiated a three-year 
planning process for its lands in the 
western half of Oregon. This Western 
Oregon Plan Revision (WOPR) was 
initiated as a consequence of a lawsuit 
brought against BLM by the timber in- 
dustry as the American Forest Resource 
Council. The chief target of the lawsuit 
was the provision of the Northwest 
Forest Plan that created Late Succes- 
sional Reserves to protect old-growth 
forests. As part of the settlement terms, 
the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals re- 
quired BLM to create a plan alternative 
without the old-growth reserves. At a 
minimum, the draft plan will have two 
alternatives: no action and no reserves. 
At this time, the scoping process of 
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identifying additional issues has been 
completed. As Conservation Chair for 


NPSO, I listed several issues: 


Ecosystem management is critical. 


e A boom-and-bust cycle of logging 
destabilizes communities. 


¢ Old-growth reserves enhance fire 
control. 


e All species are valuable compo- 
nents of stable ecosystems. 


e Logged areas do not protect water 


supplies. 


e Changes in the Northwest Forest 
Plan will have consequences on 
other industries such as marine 
fisheries and tourism. 


Timeline 


Next phases include Developing 
Planning Criteria (December 2005) 
and the draft Research Management 
Plan and Environmental Impact State- 
ment due out in another year.
